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Punching below the belt 


WHEN a prime minister accuses his foreign 
minister of having served not his own coun- 
try’s, but foreign, interests, as Yitzhak Shamir 
did in blaming Shimon Peres for supporting 
arbitration on Taba, conclusions canaot fail to 
be drawn. For the charge is almost literally 
one of treason. If Mr. Peres is guilty of the 
charge, he should at the very least be tarred 
and feathered. But if he is not, that same 
treatment should be meted out to Mr. Shamir. 

When news came out of Mr. Shamir’s out- 
burst against Mr. Peres at a meeting of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee on Monday, the premier made an at- 
tempt to blunt its edge, but he did not retract 
the substance. Which can only mean that the 
charge stands. 

In response, Mr. Peres pointed out that the 
1986 Israeli-Egyptian agreement on Taba, an 
upshot of the peace treaty with Egypt, had 
been unanimously approved by the full inner 
cabinet. Such unanimity was especially note- 
worthy in light of the fact that the two major 
parties were then engaged in a bitter contro- 
versy over the looming rotation of the pre- 
miership from Mr. Peres to Mr. Shamir. On 
the eve of the vote, a Likud member of the 
inner cabinet. Moshe Arens, voiced his belief 
that none of his colleagues on that panel, 
whether representing the Alignment or the 
Likud, would “take a decision which will be 
contrary to the interests of the state because 
of considerations of rotation.” 

The point Mr. Arens was trying to make 
was that a Likud vote to approve the Taba 
deal with Egypt should be seen as endorse- 
ment of its principles, and not as a bid to 
ensure the rotation. 

But times have changed. Now that he is 
safely ensconced in a position of power, and 
leading his troops into electoral batile, Pre- 
mier Shamir feels free to in effect disavow his 
own and the Likud’s unforced approval of the 
Taba deal, and put the blame for it on Mr. 
Peres and his aides. 

The blame for what, precisely? Lmplicit in 
Mr. Shamir’s accusation is his probably cor- 
rect assumption that by the end of September. 
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there reached Jerusalem on April 
1, 1936. In spite of the present 
consumption of some million and 
a quarter gallons per day (5,000 
cu.m.) the full capacity of the 
spring is by no means exhausted, 
for the system is equipped to yield 
up to twice that amount, so that 


when its work is to be finished. the panel of 
Taba arbitrators will award that few hundred 
square metres of sandy beach. south of Eilat. 
to Egypt; and without any strings attached 
that might be favourable to Israel. And that 
this will be Mr. Peres’s fault because. if the ex- 
premier had Israel's interest at heart. be 
would never have agreed to arbitration of the 
Taba issue in the first place. 

In fact, it was Mr. Peres’s formula for con- 
ciliation-cum-arbitration that alone offered a 
chance to fend off Egypt's initial claim that 
Taba was entirely its own. and to salvage such 
real interests as Israel had in the disputed 
grea. To have insisted on conciliation only and 
practically forever. as Mr. Shamir has consis- 
tently done, would not only have won Israel 
no legal title to Taba. but might have bope- 
lessly undermined the peace treaty itself. 

It took four years of increasing tension with 
Egypt, and then only on the eve of the rota- 
tion, to get Mr. Shamir and his Likud col- 
leagues to accept the formula worked out by 
Mr. Peres, for conciliation-cum-arbitration. 
Unfortunately, conciliation efforts which 
started last year have netted ne results, even 
after it became virtually certain that the arbi- 
trators were about ready to award tiny Taba 
to Egypt. 

The reason for the failure lies not in Hosni 
Mubarak’s obduracy. but in Mr, Shamir’s re- 
fusal to countenance any solution that goes 
beyond the cession of purely symbolic sover- 
eignty over Taba to Egypt. A long-term deal 
protecting Israeli hotel investments and access 
in Taba may still be possible to secure. But 
only if the premier chooses to place a higher 
premium on the nation’s true interests. such 
as the peace with Egypt. than on proving to 
his annexationist constituency that he. Yitz- 
hak Shamir, will under no conditions compro- 
mise the integrity of so much as a single square 
centimetre of even the least valuable real es- 
tate to the Arabs. 

It seems Mr. Shamir has already decided 
what is preferable in an electoral season: let 
Taba go to Egypt and blame it on Mr. Peres's 
alleged treachery.

AS THE ELECTIONS draw near, 
many Israelis are asking themselves 
anxiously: What if the Likud wins? 
Will the Jewish state. refusing to 
compromise. face another Masada? 
To which the answer is: In the long 
run it does not matter who wins. 
Israel will in time withdraw from the 
bulk of the administered territories. 
whichever party heads the govern- 
ment. 

The only difference is: Do we ne- 
gotiate a peace settlement at our 
own initiative and on our own 
‘terms. as may happen under La- 
bour: or shall we have a peace treaty 
rammed down our throats. which is 
what is probable if the Likud takes 
over? 

The Likud’s policy is to run the 
country like a limited company. 
Businessmen are concerned only 
with making a profit: they do not 
sentimentalize over the fate of their 
competitors. Whatever share of the 
market they can conquer. they con- 
quer: they withdraw only if they 
have to. 

There is some logic in this on the 
national plane. Why should Israel 
give up territories if it does not have 
to? Moralists say that the Palestin- 
ian inhabitants of these territories 
also have rights. The Likud does not 
care much about other people's 
rights. Let us, gentle reader, be 
practical too and, like the Likud, 
put moral considerations aside. 

Viewed strictly from the business- 
man's point of view, we are perfect- 
ly correct in refusing to surrender an 
inch of territory as long as we can 
get away with it. 


THE NEW FACT to be taken into 
consideration is that we can't get 
away with it any more. There was a 
time when it looked as if we could: 
but since then a few things have 
changed. The first change is that the 
Jews of the Disapora have decided 


RECENTLY The Jerusalem Post 
published an article by Isi Liebler. a 
prominent Australian Jewish com- 
tunity leader, wha issued a power- 
ful cri de coeur for enlightened Zi- 
onist rabbis to take a more 
forthright leadership role in Jewish 
life. His particular concern was ex- 
pressed in relation to Israel and the 
need for such spiritual leaders to 
provide an alternative voice to ex- 


quired outside Israel to our impa-— 


tient expectations of the Jewish 
state. 

To begin with, let us recall that it 
is not just the more than 50 per cent 
of the Israeli population of North 
African and Asian origin whose only 
experience of Judaism and rabbinic 
leadership is of pre-modem vintage. 

The majority of Jews from East- 


yorced from the modern world and 
which had little means of and less 
interest in negotiating and respond- 
ing constructively to its challenges. 

Paradoxically. that background is 
partly responsible for the narrow- 
minded “secularism” and even anti- 
religious attitudes that are so wide- 
spread in Israeli society today. For 
as a result, religious faith is all too 
often seen as nothing more than 
simplistic medieval theism and 
mechanistic observance of rituals 
and taboos. 

Most “secular” Israelis never 
have the opportunity to encounter 
the variegated and complex world of 
religious faith let alone to appreciate 
the beauty and value of a Jewishly 
observant fife. 

Even if they happen to encounter 
an enlightened religious Jew, let 
alone an enlightened rabbinic lead- 
er, they regard him as an exception 
to the rule. 

Unfortunately, the religious ¢s- 
tablishment in Israel is overwhetm- 
ingly anti-maodern. perhaps more so 
than ever. In the main its rabbis 
believe that there is little or πὸ good 
in the outside world and its cultural 
heritage. and are uninterested in 
adapting to a contemporary cultural 
language that would make Judaism 
relevant to young, modem. enquir- 
ing and critical minds. 

The nature of the rabbinate in 
Israel is that. unfortunately. it 
doesn’t have to adapt itself either! 

Lamentably, the fact that the vast 
majority of young Israclis arc com- 
pletely alienated from it seems to 
leave its custodians unabashed. Af- 
ter all they are in a political position 
of virtual absolute power in the ar- 
eas of their jurisdiction, and they 
thus perceive no need to respond to 
an open market. 

The result, of course. is the de- 
generation of instituticaal religion 
and the continuing alienation from it 
on the part of the majority. 


FOR THE vast majority of Israclis 
their enforced encounters with insti- 
tutional religen are a farce. When 
they get married they not only have 
to run the gauntlet of the necessary

to stay in the Diaspora: they do not 
wish to make their homes in Israel. 

As a result, the Negev and parts 
of Galilee remain unsettled. It fol- 
lows that we do not need Judea or 
Samaria: we haven't the spare mil- 
lion or so Jewish inhabitants who 
should be lodged across the Green 
Line to make it truly ours. (We nev- 
er had any use for Gaza.) 

The second change is that the 
Arab nationalist revival, spurred by 
the oil-price boom, has spread into 
Israel's occupied territories. As long 
as the Palestinians were passively 
subject to Israeli rule and content 
with their lot, there was no reason to 
alter the status quo. Today we are 
faced with the innifada; which makes 
it clear beyond any shadow of a 
doubt that the Palestinians are not 
willing to be a subject population 
any more. 

Can we not force them to accept 
our rule? We can try (indeed, we are 
trying); but the game is not worth 
the candle. Syria is armed to the 
teeth, seeking military parity with 
us. Saudi Arabia is armed to the 
teeth, thanks to a deal with the Brit- 
ish. Iraq is armed to the teeth (ail 
her 50 divisions), wondering, per- 
haps. how to keep at least most of 
her soldiers occupied. The PLO, un- 
subdued by all reverses, continues 
to foment unrest. i 


WE SHALL have to remain embat- 
tled, at tremendous cost. The flower 
of our youth will spend their time 
patrolling the various casbahs in- 
stead of studying computer science 
at the Technion or making exports 
in our high-tech industries. We shall 
continue to be a thorn in the side of 
the Middie East and an obstacle to 


detente between East and West — 
and all this for what? So that the 
Israel flag should keep fluttering 
over the Arab-inhabited cities "οὗ 
Nablus, Tulkarm. Jericho, Hebron 
and Gaza? ᾿ 

I mention detente between East 
and West. Confrontation used to be 
the order of the day. But the mood 
has changed. [π this age of extraor- 
dinary scientific and economic de- 
velopment, the world has other 
things to do than squabble over who 
rules what. The Gulf War is coming 
to an end. The Soviets have 
marched out of Afghanistan, and 
the Vietnamese are withdrawing 
from Κι . The Cubans will 
soon be leaving Angola. The Con- 
tras are mending their fences with 
the Sandinistas. Greece and Turkey 
are groping for an accommodation, 
and so are China and Taiwan. Rea- 
gan and Gorbachev slap each other 
on the back. 

Conflicts are approaching a settle- 
ment everywhere; a spirit of com- 
promise is in the air. Some disputes 
are entirely local, not offending out- 
siders. The clashes in Belfast con- 
cern the British and the Irish and 
nobody else. Neither the Soviets nor 
the Americans fish in those troubled 
waters. 

But Israel's dispute with the Ar- 
abs has international repercussions. 
The Americans feel that their sup- 
port of Israel damages ‘their rela- 
tions with the Arabs (the loss of the 
Saudi Arabian arms contract is a 
particularly galling setback). The 
Soviets are dropping their extremist 

Syrian anti-American stance in 
the Middle East. They seek a medi- 
ating role jointly with the U.S., and 
Washington is not saying no.

bureaucratic procedures -- which are 
generally handled in a way that 
leaves a lot to be desired — but they 
are also forced to go through reli- 
gious procedures which in the main 
they neither understand nor respect.

More disturbing is the fact that as 
a result of the political apparatus, 
rabbis are identified almost exclu- 
sively with ceremonial and coercion. 
Few Israelis expect rabbis to express 
views on moral and ethical issues — 
after all, “what do such matters 
have to do with religion?” 


into the rabbinate in Israel to-day, 
even fewer of them are wanted by 
that establishment. and fewer still 
would succeed ‘in making much 
headway given the antagonisma and 
alienation nurtured by the prevail- 
ing conditions. 

It is almost quixotic for an enlight- 
ened rabbi to choose to work in an 
area where he is immediately identi- 
fied with stereotypes which are not 
always far removed from the general 
reality. and against which he has to 
fight continuously, in a role that is 
perceived by the majority as sub- 
stantially irrelevant to their personal . 
tives and national interests. In fact, 
most Israelis would like them to be 
even more irrelevant to the national 
life of the country. ἣ 

What we are talking about here is, 
in effect, a massive educational 
problem which can be best ad- 
dressed through educational sys- 
tems and frameworks, and perhaps 
least effectively addressed through 
the rabbinate and other political and 
politicized structures. Most enlight- 
ened Orthodox rabbis in Israel are 
therefore to be found one way or 
another in education and not in the 
rabbinate and not in politics. 

They are thus not be found in the 
ranks of the so-called religious polit- 
ical parties. and with good reason. 

One can sympathise with 
Liebler’s regrets conceming the de- 
mise of the enlightened religious- 
nationalism of the Mizrachi (NRP) 
Movement. However, consideration 
should be given to the possibility 
that its degeneration into nationalist 
and religious chauvinism is precisely 
the outcome of prestituting religion 
on the altars of a political system. 

In other words, so-called religious 
political parties are inevitably inimi- 
cal to the ethical interests of religion 
— the view of very many enlightcned 
religious Jews. 

This is net at all to say that reli- 
gious people and religious leaders 
Should not enter politics to make the 
latter serve their ideals. However, 
to make a religious ethos the curren- 
cy for political bargaining is to make 
relision serve politics and not vice 
versa. AS our ancient history dem- 


onstrates, religion is healthy and 
constructive when it lives in creative 
tension with the political system. 
‘When it serves the political system. 
its degeneration is inevitable. ᾿ 


IT IS debatable whether in the in- 


cial educational experiences, that 
actually sought exposure to a vast 
cultural and intellectual encounter.

Sub-section (b) had also been 


added to the original Law, he said, 


having regard specifically to trans- 
plant cases. The Knesset had so act- 
ed following a court decision permit- 
ting a transplant of bone marrow 
from a minor to one of her sisters, 
since it was in the minor's interest to 


. That was not the case, of course, 
with a kidney transplant. but sub- 
séction (b) of section 68 was suffi- 
ciently wide to empower the court to 
make the order now considered. It 
had to be satisfied, of course, that 
the-transplant was necessary in the 
interests of the minor, incompetent 
person, or ward. In the words of an 
American court, it must be “‘conclu- 
sively demonstrated that it will be of 
significant benefit to the incompe- 
tent.” It was not necessary, howev- 
er, that the transplant should be of 
direct medical benefit to the protect- 
ed person. Indirect benefit, as was 
argued in the present case, was 
sufficient. 

Justice Elon then discussed the 
Halacha ing to the question be- 
fore the court. It was a cardinal mule, 
he said, that one who could save 
another person, and did not do so, 
offended the precept that “neither 
shalt thou stand idly by the blood of 
they neighbour” (Leviticus 19:16).

IF YOU haven't seen the play, 
you've probably seen the film. And 
if you haven't seen either. or can 
dimiss earlier recollections together 
with queasy apprebensions as to 
what's about to be dished up here, 
then do go and give Habimah’s pro- 
duction of The Dresser a chance. As 
an evening's polished entertain- 
ment, it surpasses almost anything 
else around, .

Regular visitors to the country over the Jast eight 
years have noted a distinct decline in revolutionary 
fervour. It manifests itself in little things. The chic 
ladies of middle-class north Teheran are beginning 
to defy the Islamic dress code with an insouciance 
bordering on defiance, and. the Revolutionary 
Guards are as helpless in the face of their make-up 
as they are against Iraqi gas attacks. 

Khomeini, himself no mean populist, seems to 
have come to the same conclusion, probably 
through some skilful lobbying on Rafsanjani's part 
through Khomeini’s son Ahmad, who is increasing- 
ly _ as the imam’s only link with the outside 
world. 


AFTER THE U.S. Navy shot down the Iranian 
airbus, Hossein Ali Montazeri, Rafsanjani’s chief 
fival for the succession, called for Moslems around 
the world to attack American interests everywhere 
and avenge their 290 dead. Rafsanjani urged cau- 
tion and the benefits of justice arrived at through 
the councils of the UN. 

Not so long ago, there would have been no doubt 
what Khomeini would have thought of this sort of 
wetness; but six hours after Montazeri had made 
his broadcast, Khomeini was himself at a micro- 
phone and telling his people: “Do as brother Ha- 
shemi says.” 

Rafsanjani’s conciliatory line ‘undoubtedly 
sprang from what he discovered to be the true state 
of the armed forcés when he took over as supreme 
commander on June 2. Throughout the war the 
Iranians have been short of equipment, but recent- 
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ly their ordnance has begun to look like the last 
days of the Confederacy. They are desperately 
short of both artillery and armour. At one point 
they offered to buy the entire Leyland production 
line to replace the engines for their ageing British 
Chieftain tanks. 

IN THE PAST, the Iranians have been sustained 


"by their superior morale to the Lraqis and a willing- 


ness to die, last demonstrated with such consistency 
by the Japanese in World War Π. The experts think 
that this started to evaporate 18 months ago, when 
they launched their last full-scale offensive on the 
southern front. 

Don Kerr, of the International Institute for Stra-- 
tegic Studies in London, said: “They lost a lot of 
junior to middle-ranking officers, the sort of father 
figures who hold things together.” 

Morale has also been badly hit by poor logistics, 
partly because of the rivalry between the regular 
amy and the Revolutionary Guards, Rafsanjani 
wants to mejd them into a New Model Army. The 
Traqis know this, which is why they are so anxious 
that the Iranians should be forced to sit down with 
them at a conference table and hammer out a 
settlement that is more than just a suspension of 
hostilities. 

Interviewers have found that Rafsanjani. for all 
his populist image, can be an aloof figure, careful to 
maintain his dignity by sitting himself well away 
from his questioners and staring into their eyes. 
Certainly he is good at avoiding questions he does 
not wish to answer and, if it were a choice between 

going back to war and his own political survival, 
ἔν doubt what the Great Pragmatist would do. 

But that seems unlikely to be the issue. There 
will be no lar clamour for a return to the front. 
Instead, Khomeini’s successor will be to 
deal with the shattered infrastructure that has pro 
duced a three-fold jump in inflation since last 
cember and a rapid rise in unemployment. The 
peace will not be an easy one.

"ft hasbeen apparent for some time that pedals are not the only 


things being pushed on the Tour de France, and the shadow under 
which Pedro Delgado rode to victory in Paris on Sunday darkened 


Delgado was discovered to have taken the drug probesicid, which 
is on the Olympic banned list but, conveniently, is only duc to be 
‘outlawed by the International Cycling Union next week. Delgado 
therefore escaped the punishment that befell the Dutch rider Theun- 
isse, in whom a drug, aS yet unnamed officially, was also detected. 

But any condemnation of nega’ and big-time cycling ought to be 
tempered by the peculiarities of the sport and the eo that 
inevitably accompanies any flare-up of the drugs-in-sport issue. It was 
odd, for mstance, that none of the other 180 riders raised the slightest 
objection to Delgado's escape from punishment on what can be 
termed — at bést -- a technicality. 

Athlete Carl Lewis hollered blue murder last year because he 
thought some of his rivals had taken drugs, so one would have 
thought that, after slogging around the world’s toughest race for three 
weeks, other cyclists might have moaned about unfair advantage. 

On the contrary, the second-placed man, Steven Rooks of Holland, 
said that, if Delgado had been forced to surrender the winuer’s yellow

Israeli diplomats leave for Moscow |

Five diplomats, who will be Isra- 
el's first official representatives in 
the Soviet Union in over twenty 
years, left Israel yesterday on the 
first leg of their journey to Moscow. 

The consular delegation - Meron 
Gordon, Danny Megido, Yaakov 
Kedmi, Ehud Balsar and Gershon 
Gorev - will pick up their visas at the 
Dutch Foreign Ministry in the 
Hague and arrive in the Soviet capi- 
tal tomorrow. On Friday. they are 
scheduled to attend Sabbath ser- 
vices at the Moscow synagogue, an 
event expected to arouse great ex- 
citement in Moscow's Jewish 
community. 

“Tt will certainly be a very exciting 
experience,” said the Russian-born 
Gordon, at Ben Gurion Airport yes-
